RAW MATERIALS 
EXHAUSTED SOON 


— . — 
HE possibility that within eight months 
one-third of the population of Eire 
would be unemployed was expressed by 
Mr. O. M. O' Kelly at the annual meeting of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce yes y. 
He said that he knew of no industry which 
was independent of outside supplies, and the 
country was using up its reserve stocks of 
raw materials. ey would be finished in 
three, six or eight months. The man in the 
street did not realise the position, and it 
was time for the Government to take him 
into its confidence. Rationing should have 
been started six months or a year ago. 
Several other members of the Chamber, in- 
cluding the President (Mr. A. A. Brunker), 
urged the immediate introduction of rationing. 
tioning, said Mr. Edgar Anderson, was 
ey in order to place the well-to-do on 
an equal footing with the poor in obtainin 
supplies. The petrol shortage was b 
enough, and they did not want the same 
thing to happen with other essential commo- 
dities. Alderman E. E. Benson, T. D., agreed 
with the idea of rationing, and added that it 
was unfair to make the retailer the rationing 
agent. Mr. C. E. Reddin said that if ration- 
ing was to be introduced the retail trade 
would like to see it immediately, because of 
eee moon ve between the big 
credit customers and the poor shoppers, Mr. 
J. C. M. anon agreed that tc. could 
not be done equitably by retailers, and con- 
sidered that such things as butter should be 
rationed now, even if it was to be plentiful 
in the summer, so as to spread the available 
supply properly through next winter. 


TRADE DISPUTES 


Mr. Brunker said that it was expected that 
legislation for the settlement of trade 
disputes would be introduced in the Dail in 
the near future. He appealed for more young 
members of the business community to assist 
in carrying on the work of the Chamber of 
Commerce.

A reduction in the cost of municipal

Dublin, last night. 

Presiding. in the unavoidable absence of 
Sir Valentine Grace, Mr. David, H. Charles 
said that the objects of the Association were 
to safeguard generally the legal and other 
rights of property owners in Ireland; safe- 
guard the interests of ratepayers and tax- 
payers against the levying of unnecessary or 
excessive rates by municipal or rural authori- 
ties or the Government, and to combat any 
scheme tending to increase such rates. 
Property owners represented an important 
national asset, and, therefore, a national 
legislature or municipality should act with 
the greatest care in any matter which affected 
the interest of such a feature in the life of 
the country. 

Both the State and the municipalities had 
been, and were, resorting to private owner- 
ship of property for the purpose of imposing 
additional burdens of taxation. The con- 
centration of thia method of taxation would 
mean the gradual elimination of the middle- 
classes. e social policy of the Association 
should oppose any unreasonable attempt to 
depreciate the economic position or social 
status of the middle-classes; should uphold, 
maintain and keep the integrity of private 
ownership in every way consistent with social 
justice, and encourage private enterprise, 
reasonable competition, and freedom of ex- 
pression.

Foot-· and-Mouthꝰ 

Foot- and mouth disease, the terror of 
every nation’s cattle industry, is ravaging 
Ireland for the first time in fourteen years. 
Just over a month ago some cases were 
discovered in County Derry, and immediate 
action was taken by the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture—action which 
between then and now has involved the 
slaughter of hundreds of beasts. Shortly 
afterwards the disease was notified in the 
adjoining Counties of Donegal and 
Tyrone, while another outbreak—which, 
apparently, has been the most destructive— 
came to light in Leix. The British Govern- 
ment lost no time: it promptly closed its 
ports against Irish cattle. The Irish 
Government was equally prompt: well 
before any cases were notified in Dublia 
it suspended the city’s cattle market, in 
the hope of preventing a spread of the 
terrible disease at the nation’s chief 
entrepét. About the middle of the present 
month it was found that the precaution 
had been unavailing; infection was dis- 
covered in a number of beasts at the 
Corporation abattoir. These beasts have 
been traced back to the latest fair at 
Birr, from which they—and, presumably, 
others—were moved before the disease was 
detected or a stand-still order applied. 
Since then the sporadic outbreaks have 
assumed the dimensions of an epidemic of 
the first magnitude, whose increasing 
gravity is marked by a continuous series 
of Government orders. Fairs were for- 
bidden a week ago in ten of the twenty- 
six counties, and last night the ban was 
extended to the entire territory of Eire. 
Hunting, coursing and dog-racing have been 
suspended over a large part of the country, 
in order to localise the disease. The Royal 
Ulster and the Munster Agricultural 
Societies have been compelled to postpono 
their shows, which were to have been 
held in the near future, and the Royal 
Dublin Society has deferred its sale of 
pedigree bulls. Members of the new 
Construction Corps have been digging huge 
trenches to accommodate scores of 
slaughtered cattle; and a regiment of 
veterinary inspectors and surgeons, with 
their helpers, has been working the best 
part of a twenty-four hour day. The 
epidemic has been, as the chairman of the 
Irish Live Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ 
Association said last night, “ the greatest 
scourge that ever came into this country.“ 
At the best, it represents a severe set-back 
for dozens of breeders, who, while they 
receive compensation for their slaughtered 
beasts, must find their occupation gone for 
a while. We are assured, happily, that 
there is no immediate danger of a milk 
shortage, but mutton has become scarce, 
and there is said to be the likelihood of 
a scarcity of beef within the next few 
days. 

It is probable that the outbreak has 
not yet reached its worst point, and that 
we will have many more outbreaks, caused 
by extensions from those .which have 
already occurred; but there is no danger 
that the situation will get out of hand, 
said the Minister for Agriculture, Dr. 
Ryan, in a broadcast on Tuesday night. 
He appealed for the co-operation both of 
cattle-breeders and of the public at large. 
To many people it must seem that the 
wholesale slaughter of cattle is a primitive 
means to cope with the disease; but, as 
the Minister argues, these drastic measures, 
the established Irish policy, have resulted 
in a high degree of immunity in this 
country, so that the necessity for them is 
very rare. Whatever anybody may think, 
it is imperative, in the present circum- 
stances, that every case of the disease and 
every suspicion of its presence shall be 
reported without an instant’s delay. Foot- 
and-mouth disease is one of the most 
infectious maladies known to medicine. A 
wandering dog—even, it is said, a hedgehog 


men attending upon the ailing animals 
are a fertile means of dissemination; 
contaminated straw is more deadly still. 
A single infected animal, if strong 
measures are not taken at once, may be 
the origin of such an epidemic as is raging 
to-day—an epidemic which can spell 
distress for a host of farmers, large 
and small, scarcity for millions of people, 
and an added burden, in the form of 
compensation, for the taxpayers. To 
“take a chance on any animal is folly 
of the first order; the farmer who thinks 
that he knows better, and attempts to 
cure a suspected animal by his own 
methods, is asking for trouble. It is 
possible that the Government may not be 
entirely free from blame in regard to this 
outbreak: there is reason to believe that 
the veterinary services are not as fully 
manned as they ought to be in so pre- 
dominantly agricultural a country, and 
that the facilities for veterinary research 
are not so large as they ought to be; but 
that, for the moment, is beside the point. 
The policy of detection and slaughter must 
be continued until this appalling out- 
break—‘‘the most serious and widespread 
which has occurred in this country in the 
present century —is stamped out. If 
every farmer is prompt to report his 
slightest suspicion, and if the general 
public—as well as the workers at abattoirt 
and catjle-yards—obey the prescribed regu- 
lations, the epidemic will be conquered. 
It must be conquered. Thanks to the 
European war, our country’s resources are 
restricted, and its chief source of revenue 
cannot be allowed to suffer for a second 
longer than is essential. 


Feeling the Pinch 
It the prophecies of a considerable

side. Various prominent business men 
expressed ‘views on the country’s supplies 
problem at yesterday’s annual meeting of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, and 
they, more than most other individuals, 
know—or, at any rate, ought to know 
what the position is in regard to 
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number of Dublin business men should | 
‘prove to be genuine, one-third of the 
| population of this State will be unem- 
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retailers, they receive the supplies of goods 
directly from the source, and in the same 
way they feel the ‘‘ pinch earlier than 
of the Government have intimated that 
supplies are becoming scarce, and that 
they will become scarcer as the war 
continues. Most of us are aware already 
by personal experience of certain shortages 
and expect worse times ahead, but, in the 
opinion of most speakers at the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday, the position, even 
at the moment, is so serious as to call for 
an immediate rationing of foodstuffs. 
People have been advised to limit, so far 
as possible, their consumption of things 
like butter, bread and tea; but apparently 
the limit which they have placed upon 
their appetites has been fairly generous. 
Up to the present life has continued in 
this country almost as if the war were a 
million miles away, but daily from now 
onwards we shall receive reminders that 
it is here upon our very doorstep, and in 
many ways we may suffer even more 
acutely than if we actually were engaged 
in the conflict. The public at last is 
beginning to realise that fact, and, if ail 
that was said about food supplies at tho 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday is true— 
and we believe that members did not even 
exaggerate the’ problem’s gravity—the 
public safety demands that some form of 
food rationing shall be introduced at once. 
It is not enough just to hold back supplies 
from the shopkeepers ; for without registra- 
tion and a proper system of rations that 
applies to everybody the people with 
money will be in a position to lay up 
whatever stores they wish, while the poor, 
as time goes on and stores become depleted, 
probably will be unable to buy even 
sufficient for the next meal. Such a policy 
not only would be unfair; it would be 
highly dangerous. There must be ano 
privileged class. A few months ago the 
prospect of a rationing of foodstuffs would 
have been received with certain indigna- 
tion, but the outlook has changed. People 
realise now that the European war and 
its effects are European in the widest 
geographical sense of the word; that, while 
there may be no actual fighting on Irish 
soil, we cannot hope to escape the conse- 
quences of war. The speeches at yester- 
day’s annual meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce deserve serious 
thought. Government spokesmen have said 
that there may be a shortage of certain 
foods. These business men say that the 
shortage already is alarming. The public 
has a right to know exactly what the 
position is, and, if it is anything like so 
acute as we now are given to understand, 
then rationing ought to be applied at once 
to all goods of which there is a shortage. 
It is the only proper, the only sensible, 
course. 


Earned Income! 


Few men are satisfied with their 
salaries, and most of them believe that 
they would earn at least twice as much 
in anybody elge’s job. The fact that the 
person whose position they covet is covet- 


ing somebody else’s salary at the same | 


time does not seem to change their con- 
viction: they believe that once they have 
attained the next rung on the ladder of 
progress, so to speak, everything in the 
garden will be lovely. Certainly a report 
which appeared in the newspapers a few 
days ago would not tend to make any- 
body better pleased with his present mode 
of life. The report told that Miss Shirley 
Temple, the very popular young film star, 
has signed a forty-week film contract 
which will bring her in a salary of no 
less than £600 a week. Miss Shirley 
Temple is only eleven years of age, and 
she seems to be having an easy time of 
it; at eleven years of age she is earning 
about twice as much in a week as the 
average man earns in a year. One cannot 
blame the person who feels dissatisfied 
with a small salary when he reads that 
there is so great an amount of money to 
be earned in the film industry. There are, 
of course, just as many failures in the 
film industry as there are in any other 
industry—indeed, there are even more 
but few people feel that they are cut out 
for failure. 2600 a week for forty weeks 
amount to £24,000, a sum which, even in 
these days of astronomical figures, is sur- 
prisingly high. No doubt, Miss Temple’s 
„fans will argue that such a salary is 
not unduly high when one takes into con- 
sideration the fact that film stars must 
live in a manner that is wholly in keeping 
with their screen personalities. At the 
same time £600 a week does seem rather 
an excessive remuneration for posing and 
mincing about in front of a camera for a 
few hours every day, especially when one 
bears in mind the fact that little over a 
century ago children of her age were work- 
ing in the mines for sixteen hours a day. 
Of course, Miss Temple’s life is not all 
play and no work; as well as her film 
work, the contract stipulates that she is 
to continue with her education. One 
wonders whether continue is exactly 
the right word; the amount of education 
that a child of her age could have absorbed 
in intervals between films—and Miss 
Temple hás made no mean number of 
films—is negligible. No doubt, if one con- 
siders the amount of money which Miss 
Temple is making for her employers, one 
will come to the conclusion-that she is 
worth every penny of her salary to them; 
no doubt, if one regards her achievements 
in terms of the amount of happiness that 
she brings to her world-wide circle of 
admirers, her salary is not too high. 
Nevertheless, the uneasy doubt remains.

MOGADISHU 
— — 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—If the Italians cherished any hope 
that difficulties of communication would 
render the British operations in East Africa 
slower and less decisive than those which 
resulted in the — NS of Cyrenaica, they 
have been deceived. The one place where 
they had hitherto succeeded in making a pro- 
longed stand is Keren, in Eritrea, and now 
one column, advancing from the north from 
Mersa Tachai, through Cub-Cub, is believed 
to be within fifty miles of that place. On 
the other flank of the Keren position a 
column is advancing from Barentu towards 
Barresa, and may possibly find an easier path 
to Massawa than the road from Keren. 

But the most dramatic news is that which 
comes from Italian Somaliland. Hardly had 
we taken in the fact that Brava, 160 miles 
north-east of Kismayu, had fallen into our 
hands, than we learned of the capture of 
Mogadishu, over a hundred miles further on. 
It is truly bewildering speed—so much so as 
| tempting one to W that it is an amphi- 
bian operation. hether the troops have 
followed the road or been landed from the sea 
it does not appear that the opposition can have 
been serious. The roads south of Mogadishu 
are believed to be fairly good, as roads go in 
these parts, but those to the north are said 
to be better still, so that this astonishing 
drive up the Bemadir coast may by no 
means exhaust the possibilities before our 
troops. 


HERMIONE LECTURE

E decision of Mr. Eden and General 
Dill to continue their journey from 
Cairo to T has no surprise in 
official and political circles, as it was 
obvious that while the Foreign Secretary 
was in the Middle East he would probably 
want to obtain first-hand information re- 
garding the new Turkish-Bulgarian pact, 
and at the same time have -a eral 
review of the situation with the Turkish 
Government. Mr. Eden has enjoyed a 
considerable popularity in Turkey for some 
time past owing to his —— to the 
expansionist claims of other countries in 
the Mediterranean. Mr. Eden's ability 
to speak Turkish to his guard of honour 
is no surprise to his friends, as when he 
was at Oxford he a first in Oriental 
Languages, and, in addition to Turkish, 
he can talk Persian and Arabic. It is 
said that Turkish is not a particularly 
difficult language to learn, but the new 
Latin script in which it is now written 
presents some little difficulty to those used 
to the former characters. 


Subsidies for Industries 


A matter that will occupy the attention 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
connection with the Budget is the con- 
tinuance of some of the subsidies intro- 
duced in recent years to enable certain 
industries to carry on over lean periods. 
These include some Government grants to 
branches of industry which were depressed 
at the time the grants were made, but 
which, it is claimed, are now able to 
manage without State assistance: Sub- 
sidies for cattle, barley, wheat, oats and 
sugar-beet will be among those to be 
reviewed, and it is possible that changes 
may be made in the system by which they 
are allotted. 


Straw for Paper-making 


Relative to the paper shortage, it is said 
that there will be a big increase in the 
and for home-grown straw to take the 
plate of esparto grass imported for tho 
manufacture of paper, wheat and oats 
straw being the best for the purpose. The 
Ministry of Agriculture states that there 
should be more than enough straw to meet 
the needs of the paper manufacturers on 
the present basis without encroaching on 
agricultural requirements, and the Nationa! 
Farmers’ Union have made arrangements 
for fixed prices for straw baled on the 
farms. The paper trade will require about 
a quarter of a million tons of straw a

Building and Planning Control 


It is understood in political circles tha: 
Lord Reith, Minister of Works and 
Buildi intends to make a statement 
before long in the House of Lords con- 
sú the scope of his new department. 
when he may announce that it is intended 
to exercise complete control of buildings 
and constructional planning throughout 
the country. A central authority may be 
set up under the Ministry which, either 
directly or through area authorities, will 
supervise all plans for building recon. 
struction, including the laying out of 
housing estates. is is intended to end 
indiscriminate construction according to 
the different ideas of individuals or Íoeal 
authorities. The development for building 
purposes of valuable agricultural land will 
not be permitted, and plans for new hizh- 
ways or blocks of buildings on sites which 
could be better used for some other purpose 
will be subject to review, with a possible 
veto. This will mean that Government 
departments and local authorities will no 
longer be virtually laws unto themselves, 
and that local needs will have to give way 
to national interests. 


Restoring the Guildhall 


It is not altogether improbable that the 
London Guildhall, which suffered so badly 
in the great fire Blitz, will be one of tho 
first buildings to be restored in the City 
of London. The ancient wall stands almost 
unaffected by fire, and quite a quantity 
of ornate woodwork was also saved. It js 
true that the great roof, with its fine: 
raftering, was burned; but, as this was 
comparatively modern, it is thought that 
it may be replaced by temporary roofing 
for the time being. Many of the offices of 
the hall have been spared, and aro stil! the 
centre for the busy work which is always 
going on in the City. In the Guildhall 
itself a number of the monuments have 
been destroyed, and it is unlikely that 
any attempt will be made to replace them, 
since they were mostly of a period when 
art was not the strongest point in connec- 
tion with them, and their former existenca 
can always be recalled by memorial tablets. 
The famous figures of Gog and Magog 
which have stood in the hall for manr 
years, were completely destroyed, and these 


also will never be replaced.

Dublin’s City Marshal 


No-one is more fitted for the ancient 
office of Dublin City Marshal than Mr. 


Patrick Meehan, better known as Clerk of 


the Muniment Room, City Hall, and also 
Hon. Secretary and Treasurer of the Old 
Dublin Society. With Alderman Tom 
Kelly, T.D., as president, and a repre- 
sentative committee to support him, Mr. 
Meehan has infused some of his own 
enthusiasm into the members of the Old 
Dublin Society. 

What he does not know of old Dublin 
is not worth knowing, and the papers

“ Dublin Historical Record,” which claims 
to be the first periodical devoted to the 
history and antiquities of Dublin. 

As City Marshal of Dublin, it will be 
Mr. Meehan’s duty to attend the Lord 
Mayor on State occasions, but he will have 
plenty to do between times.

In former days the City Marshal was 
Governor of the old Marshalsea Prison for 
debtors, but in this respect his occupation 
has gone; for the Marshalsea is now used as 
a playground for Irish-speaking children.

Out of the years there has come back 
to a friend of his and mine a story told 
by the vagrant and whimsical Padraic 
O Conaire, some time in our civil war, 
now fortunately little more than a matter 
of history. 

My friend remembers that by request he 
had given O Conaire an English transla- 
tion of one of Dostoievsky’s novels— 
Crime and Punishment, he thinks it 
was. Some time later he asked O Conaire 
whether he had read the novel, and the 
question brought forth the story. 

As he would, O Conaire had. wandered 
out to Sutton, taken his rest in a corner 
of a field and settled down to enjoy his 
pipe and book in the peace and comfort 
he desired. After a time he dozed off in 
the heat of the summer evening. 

Suddenly he was awakened by a per- 
emptory order to answer the question: 
“What the devil are you doing here?“ 
O Conaire was in no hurry to answer— 
indeed, in no hurry to let the questioner 
know that he heard the question at all. 
But, after more gentlemanly hectoring— 
O Conaire insisted on the adjective—he 
condescended to explain that he was 
taking his ease.

This led to an accusation that he was 
trespassing ; that he had no right there, 
that this was the questioner’s property.

from the Dublin Victuallers’ Association yesterday afternoon that 
there is a probability of a shortage of meat in the city owing to 
Government restrictions imposed to combat the aois of foot- 


and-mouth disease. 


The deputation discussed with the Minister 
the question of meat — of Dublin and 
its suburbs, and, while Dr. Ryan expressed 
his sympathy with the trade in the difficult 
position in which they were placed, he could 
not see his way at the moment to relax the 
restrictions it had been found necessary 
to impose. 

He thought that there was a possibility of 
being able to make arrangements to relieve 
the situation in the near future. Meanwhile 


there was a probability of a shortage of 


supplies, and he was unable to hold out any 
hope that licences would be issued to 
victuallers or dealers for the movement of 
cattle into the city for some time to come.. 

A‘ recent Order made by the Government 
prohibits until further notice the movement 
of cattle, sheep or pigs into Dublin. When 
the Order was made there were considerable 
supplies of meat and fat stock in the city, but 
these have been depleted through normal 
consumption and by export. As the Minister 
indicated that these restrictions will be kept 
in force for some time, the supplies of meat 
available will be curtailed, except other 
arrangements are made to surmount the 
difficulty. 

A Dublin victualler said last night that, 
while he had ample supplies for the present 
week, he was rather worried about the posi- 
tion for next week. 


SUSPECTED CASES 


The Department veterinary officers yester- 
day continued their fight against the disease. 
Although no new cases were confirmed, 
suspected cases at Lucan, Rathluirc, Naas 
and Finglas were investigated, and the neces- 
sary steps were taken to isolate the premises. 

A large number of cattle which 
‘slaughtered in the city as a precautionary 
measure were buried in a huge pit dug by 
the military in the Phenix Park. -The most 
complete steps were taken to ensure that 
no person or animal could come near the 
cattle. The trench was railed off and Civic 
Guards were on duty. . 

Mr. John A. ‘Flynn, Chief Veterinary 
Officer for Dublin County, yesterday said 
that he had suspended the routine iuspec- 
tions under the Milk and Dairies Act, thus 
eliminating any possibility of his inspectors 
transmitting the disease from one premises 
to another. The five veterinary officers at- 
tached to the County Council area are not 


dealing with outbreaks in the county, as this’ 


is one of the diseases with which the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is directly concerned. 


RABBITS AND HEDGEHOGS 


Mr. Flynn said that he. felt that people 
with cattle generally were not alive to the 
fact that the disease is so very contagious. 
It had been proved that infection occurred 
through the virus being transferred to cattle 
by rabbits and hedgeho There was, there- 
fore, the greatest n for exercising care 
that no contact whatever was possible be- 
tween farms where the disease was notified 
and other farms. 

It was learned at a number of the larger 
milk distributing firms in the city yesterday 
that there was yet no danger of a shortage 
of milk. Most of the usual sources of supply 
throughout the country are still open, and 
supplies of milk are coming into the city as 
usual. This milk is being used to offset 
supplies produced near the city which have 
been cut off owing to the slaughter of several 
dairy herds. It is estimated that about a 
hundred dairy cattle from infected farms 
have been destroyed in the last few days. 


NOT FOOT-AND-MOUTH 


DISEASE 


A Department of Agriculture veterinary 
inspector yesterday declared that there was 
no evidence of an outbreak of the disease on 
the farm of Mr. Bartholomew Curtiss, Rath- 
cormac, Co. Cork, where a case was sus i 
He said that the ailment from which four 
of the seventeen cattle on the farm were 
suffering was a comparatively minor one. It 
was definitely not foot-and-mouth disease. 

It was stated that at this particular time 
of the year it was not unusual for cattle to 
show leg lesions due to frostbite. 

As two of the cattle had been brought last 
Thursday: from a farm at Glenville, the 
inspector visited that place and found all the 
stock quite healthy. 
The aill restrictions, however, are being 
put into effect as a further precaution.

CLEANSING OF 
VEHICLES 
— — 
MINISTER'S REMINDER 


The Minister for i gor desires 
direct the attention o persons concerne 
to the provisions of the Transit of Animals 
Order, 1927, requiring the cleansing and dis- 
infection of vehicles used for the conveyance 
of cattle, sheep and pigs by road. 

These provisions stipulate that each such 
vehicle, after each occasion on which it is so 
used and before any other animal or any 
fodder or litter or any other thing intended 
to be used for or about animals is placed in 
it, be cleansed and disinfected in the follow- 
ing manner :— 

e floor, roof and sides of the inside of 
the vehicle, and the sides and ends of the 
outside of the vehicle and all other parts 
thereof with which any animal or its 
droppings or other excretions have come in 
contact shall be scraped and swept, and the 
scrapings and sweepings and all dung, saw- 
dust, litter and other matter shall be effectu- 
ally removed therefrom. . The same parts of 
the vehicle shall then be thoroughly washed 
or scrubbed or scoured with water, and then 
be disinfected by being thoroughly coated or 
washed with an approved disinfectant. 

The scrapings and sweepings of the vehicle 
and all dung, sawdust, litter and other 
matter removed therefrom shall forthwith be 
well mixed with quicklime and effectually 
removed from contact with animals, or be 
destroyed by fire. | 

In view of the grave danger of the spread 
of infection at the present time, the owners 
and users of such vehicles will realise, apart 
from their legal obligations in the matter, 
that it is of the utmost importance in the 
interests of the valuable live stock industry 
of the country to see that such cleansing and 
disinfection is carried out in the pres 
manner at the required times.

Although hundreds of miles of valueless, 
almost, uninhabitable, country lies between 
Mogadishu and Gardafui, the capture of the 
capital is a major stroke in the coastal 
offensive.

A contingent of over 80 German and Italian 
military advisers have arrived at Hainan 
Island, off French Indo-China, according to 
unconfirmed Chinese Press reports.

The same reports say that over 100 Japanese 
warships, including. destroyers, submarines 
and two aircraft carriers, are concentrated 
around Hainan Island, Tonking Bay and the 
adjoining islands. Ninety thousand fresh 
Japanese troops from Japan, it is added, were 
detailed recently to Formosa and Hainan. 


BURMA ROAD TRAFFIC 


The Burma road can never be effectively 
cut by attack from the air, nor can the steady 
flow of traffis along it to and from China be 
seriously halted except by land operations, 
says the Press Association Special Correspon- 
dent in Lashio, Burma. This is the conclu- 
sion I have reached after a ten days’ tri 
down the road in a convoy of ten lorries.

General Marshall, U.S. Chief of Army Staff, 
considers invasion less imminent than it was 
a year ago, when the U.S. would have been 
in a “somewhat helpless plight,” if the 
control of the Atlantic had passed to an 
enemy. 

General Marshall said :—‘‘Frankly, we did 
not anticipate that the American people would 
ever be sufficiently aroused to authorise in 
peace time such a tremendous programme of 
national defence, nor had we anticipated the 
complete collapse of the French Government 
early in June, with the deadly hazard to the 
British of the transfer of French naval power 
to Germany and Italy.” ' 


£383,000,000 FOR DEFENCE 


An immediate outlay of $1,533,000,000 
(£383,000,000) in cash and contract authorisa- 
tion for the Army and Navy is recommended 
by the Appropriations Committee of the 
House of Representatives. This includes funds 
to develop the naval and air stations at Guam 
and Samoa, and also covers the initial cost 
of constructing 400 submarine chasers and 
other small craft, and will enable the delivery 
by the end of 1943 of 55 more destroyers than 
originally planned.

FATAL ACCIDENT

The German Naval Commander for 
Occupied Territory, Vice-Admiral Lothar von 
Arnauld de la Periere, one of the best known 
U-boat commanders of the Great War, met 
with a fatal accident on Monday, it is 
announced to-day. 

The Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 

Fleet, Admiral Raeder, to-day paid a warm 
tribute to the dead man, who held the 
coveted Order Pour le Merite. 
_ “The Navy,” Admiral Raeder said, loses 
in him one of its most distinguished officers, 
who, as the most successful commander in the 
U-boat. campaign during the World War was 
honoured by friend and foe alike, and wrote 
his name in letters of iron in the book of 
naval history. In the German fight for free- 
dom he has earned his share in the successes 
of the Navy, through his energy and 
initiative ”’ 

No indication of the nature of the 
accident that led to the death of the Vice- 
Admiral is given. 

It may, however, be noted as at least an 
interesting coincidence that it was on Monda 

that the Royal Air Force carried out their 
raid on the docks at Brest, where a cruiser 
of the Hipper class was believed to be 
berthed. A eg heavy load of high ex- 
plosive bombs fell in the area of the docks 
where the cruiser was understood to be lying. 

The Vice-Admiral commanded the German 
submarme U 35 during the Great War. The 
Order Pour le Merite—the highest German 
decoration—was conferred on him for, it was 
claimed, the sinking of 500,000 tons of shi 
ping in the course of ten cruises. When he 
visited London in 1929 he offered to lend to 
the Imperial War Museum photographs which 
he took during the Great War.

SEVEN 'PLANES 
DOWN OVER MALTA

Seven enemy aircraft were shot down over 
Malta to-day, and six others were probably 
destroyed, it was officially announced this 
evening. 

The communiqué states — 

This morning a formation of enemy fighters 
flew over Malta. Our fighters went up. 
There was no definite combat and no casual- 
ties. At midday a heavy attack was made 
on our aerodromes by dive-bombers and an 
escort of fighters. The enemy was engaged 
by our fighters, and anti-aircraft guns put up 
a heavy barrage. Enemy losses by our 
~ ‘sage were two confirmed and six probable. 
The latter are not expected to reach their 
base. Anti-aircraft fire accounted for five 
enemy losses confirmed. 

Shortly after a small formation of enemy 
aircraft flew over high, apparently on recon- 
naissance. Later in the afternoon a Red 
Cross seaplane, accompanied by enemy 
aircraft, flew round the island, apparently 
searching for enemy aircraft. 

A statement by the official German News 
. claims that ten planes on the ground 
were burned out in an attack on the Luca 
Aerodrome at Malta yesterday afternoon by 
German bombers and dive-bombers, escorted 
by German and Italian fighters. 

It adds that four British Hurricanes were 
shot down by German fighters, and a further 
two by Italian fighters. A further claim 
made is that the barracks were destroyed.

Their encampments and motor transport con- 
centrations all along the Tepeleni-Klisura road 
were heavily and continuously bombed.

T would be too much to expect any very 
| complete enlightenment regarding the 
future course of the war from the two 
recent addresses by the leaders of the Rome- 
Berlin Axis Powers. At the same time, 
coming, a8 they did, just before the season 
for active campaigning, these pronouncements 
have a definite value of a broad, base 
kind. If they do not expound actual plans 
of campaign, they at least give a line on 
military policies. For example, they confirm 
the complete solidarity of aim between 
Germany and Italy: both leaders were clear 
as to this. The point is important, because 
it closely concerns the future conduct of the 
war. 
Signor Mussolini went to the root of the 
business when he said: Since Taranto the 
course of the war has been unfavdurable 
to us.” Now, Taranto was several months 
ago, and the British naval situation in the 
editerranean is to-day far more favourable 
than it was then, They have, in fact, pro- 
claimed the central portion of that sea 
„dangerous to shipping —althqugh the 
technical difficulties implied in that expres- 
sion are very great, indeed. It is not, of 
course, es ge ge that 3 like a com- 
plete denial of the zone to shipping can be 
achieved. 


U-BOAT WARFARE 


The most definite point in the Fuehrer’s 
speech was that about intensified submarine 
warfare being now imminent. Activity was 
stated to have eased off in order to train new 
crews for boats about to be commissioned. 
It is, indeed, extremely probable that losses 
of merchant shipping will rise from now on. 
The lengthening days will facilitate sub- 
marines, and also the aircraft co-operating 
with them.

The Duce mentioned: “ The co-operation 
offered by the Fuehrer and put into effect 
in the Mediterranean by units of the German 
Air Force and German armoured detach- 
ments.“ Very likely these latter have been 
got into Sicily—possibly even into Tripoli- 
tania. It is improbable that the Duce would 
have used this form of speech regarding units 
in Rumania, for instance. At all events, 
more German aircraft are being sent into the 
Mediterranean theatre, by all accounts. 
Altogether, it would seem as if a front is 
slowly, but surely, being built up in the 
Mediterranean—a German front, that is to 
say, as distinct from the Italian front already 
existing there. 

It is, of course, notorious that German 
strategists at all times have endeavoured to 
avoid a two-front war. Whenever such has 
proved unavoidable they have tried to make 
one theatre very definitely a main- effort 
one. Moreover, they have always sought to 
have the “ main-effort”’ theatre one of their 
own choosing. Such being the case, it 
should obviously be the British aim to cut 
across this policy—to fight the war on two 
fronts, and the further apart the better. 
Strategic distances diminish when one dis- 
poses of superior sea-power; and, at the 
moment, there is no doubt whatever as to 
where this is retained. 


BRITISH STRATEGY 


Since Germany now appears definitely com- 

mitted to assist Italy, the sound British 
2 is to keep up the pressure on Italy. 
As it happens, this cannot be done where it 
would pay best—in Albania. The weather 
seems to have broken again—we hear of snow 
ust as a Greek victory on a rather larger 
scale seemed to be taking shape.

Mr. Justice Hanna — Everyone knows that 
these exist in Dublin and that they 
fight with one another in a most discreditable 
and disgraceful manner. Such conduct must 
be put down, and for that reason it is neces- 
sary that a trial judge should take into con- 
sideration the effect the sentence he proposes | 
to impose will likely have. If he had only 
received a few months it might not have 
revented this warfare from continuing,. but 
i ghould say that this sentence will deter 
both the Gardiner street and the Hannigan 
gangs. On this racecourse people were 
screaming, women fainted and ‘there was 
general pandemonium, In no civilised: com- 
munity could that be tolerated. Racing is 
undoubtedly the most popular sport in this 
country and if gang warfare were allowed 
to become a racket it would extend to every 
racecourse within reach of Dublin. It; has 
to be put. down.

ECONOMIES 
CORK CUT OF 20 P. C. 
IN WAGES

CORK, Wednesday. 

Cork Harbour Board to-day decided on a 
number of drastic economies totalling E14, 381 
a year. The proposals included substantial 
cuts in the amounts allocated to the various 
funds, including depreciation of plant, 
reserve, insurance; a reduction in working 
hours to thirty-four hours a week; a reduc- 
tion of 21.4 on wages and salaries ; a reduction 
of one-third in pensions over a year, 
and one-fifth in smaller pensions; reduction 
of contribution to pay of employés serving 
in the Defence — to the difference 
between their Army poy and thirty-four 
hours’ pay from the rd; reduction of 
accident and sick pay; removal of some 
lighted buoys. 

Mr. Barry urging that the Board should 
approach the Government for aid, said that 
plenty of useful work could be done to keep 
the men employed. They still had only one 
deep-water quay, and money the Government 
supplied would be money well spent. He 
moved that wages and working hours be not 
cut until a deputation had met the Govern- 
ment, 

Mr. J. Hickey, T.D., said that if the 
Government gave £50,000 or £60,000 all the 
men could be most usefully employed on the 
plant and quays, 

It was agreed to make the salary and wages 
cuts an even 20 per cent. on full pay, and 
all the other economies were adopted without 
change, and will take immediate effect.

THE VALUE OF A NAME 


In a paper on “ Trade Marks—the Hall- 
marks of Industry,” which was read at a 
meeting of the Publicity Club oí Ireland in 


McEvoy said that they might be sure that 
Irish manufacturers realised fully the advan- 
tages from branding and advertising their 
products, and it might be asked why they 
continued to neglect to do so. One reason 
given was that a manufacturer starting from 
scratch found himself faced with almost im- 
pregnable opposition from producers of similar 
articles using the brand names of foreign con- 
cerns already well known and widely adver- 
tised in this country. Another was that the 
manufacturer sold to the wholesaler, who in- 
sisted on his own brand name, or no name 
at all, appearing op the goods. In some 
trades the same thing applied to large re- 
tailers. A third reason was that the manu- 
facturer must be sure that he had a reallv 
good article before he branded and adver- 
tised it. 

With regard to the first objection, only a 
strict enforcement of their trade mark laws 
could overcome the difficulty. The second 
was one which would disappear as time went 
on, and their manufacturers would be in a 
position to place their goods on the market 
under their own brand names, whether the 
selling \was done through wholesalers or 
retailers. The third already had been over- 
come in most industries. 

‘Mr. McEvoy said that obviously it was to 
the advantage of a trade mark owaer to see 
that the goods sold under his trade mark 
were of the highest quality possible, so that 
the public, having once tried them, would 
continue to use them. The trade mark wos a 
hallmark of quality, and the more Irish 
products they saw sold under brand names 
or trade marks the further had Irish industry 
advanced towards that goal of quality and 
efficient production, which must be ther 
constant aim. 

Mr. P. T. Montford, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. McEvoy, said that the sale of 
branded goods must benefit from a trade 
name that was short, apt and distinctive, 
and as the name was to be used in asking 
for a particular article, it should be easy 
to remember and easy to pronounce. He 
suggested that the Federation of Irish Indus- 
tries should go into conference with the 
representatives of all the advertising services 
in Dublin, and consider means of putting 
Ireland's industrial life on the markets of 
the world, with all its attendant prosperity 
to the por at home. 

Mr. P. Kavanagh seconded the vote of 
thanks, which was cordially passed.
